CONCERN HERE NAMED 
AGENT ON FARM LOANS 


ATHENS, Ga., March 24.—(?)— 
Selection of the Piedmont Credit Cor- 
poration of Atlanta to handle loans 
by the Seeretary of Agriculture for 
stock in new or old credit corpora- 
tions was announced today by Prof- 
fessor J. Phil Campbell, director of 
the extension division of the State 
College of Agriculture. 

The announcement was made at a 
meeting of 70 bankers, chairmen of 
county agricultural committees and 
county agents at the college. The 
corporation should be ready to re- 
ceive applications for loans this week 
from farmers, Professor Campbell 
said. ‘Those attending the meeting 
voted in favor of the plans. 

Plans are to set up county units of 
the Piedmont Credit Corporation as 
soon as possible. No minimum 
amount to be subscribed locally has 
been set for a county unit to start 
operating. Stock will have to be sub- 
scribed locally if the county unit is to 
be used by the county, but farmers 
borrowing shall take up this stock 
subscribed, and in order to do that 
they may borrow approximately 50 
per cent of the amount of the stock 
from the secretary of agriculture at 
3 1-2 per cent interest. 

Loans under this provision may be 
used either to purchase stock ‘in ex- 
isting corporations or in new corpora- 
tions to be formed. Professor Camp- 
bell said the Piedmont Credit Cor- 
poration will function throughout the 
state with its main offices in Atlanta. 
He said farmers could deal directly 
with the corporation where there was 
no county association. 

These associafions can obtain in- 
formation through their county agents 
who, together with bankers and chair- 
men of their agricultural boards, are 
holding meetings this week at Athens, 
Albany, Thomson, Swainsboro, Perry, 
Brunswick, Newnan, Baxley, Homer- 
ville and Rome. Professor Campbell 
and Mrs. J. G. Oliver are explaining 
the plan at these meetings.

In Argonne Offensive 
Outlined by Pershing 


©riginal Plans Called for Bottling Up of Hin- 
denburg Line and Resulting in Capture 
of German Troops.

CHAPTER LXXIII. 


In the original plans for the Meuse-Argonne offensive it was my pur- | Rhine.” 
pose, after the capture of the Hindenburg line, to drive through the cen- 
ter of the enemy’s position, capture the Bois de Barricourt ridge, and 
immediately thereafter, by an advance westward to Boult-aux-Bois,. out- 
flank the Bois de Bourgogne and the enemy’s forces facing the French 


fourth army on the Aisne. 

In discussing the coming opera- 
tion of the first army with General 
Maistre, the representative of Mar- 
shal Foch who had recently been sent 
to co-ordinate the activities of our 
army and the French fourth army, 
he argued that our main blow should 
be aimed at the eastern flank of the 
Bois de Bourgogne. In my opinion 
the execution of the original plan, 
which had been fully decided in dis- 
cussion with my chief of staff, General 
Drum, and advocated by him, would 
clearly be productive of greater re- 
sults. I therefore issued the follow- 
ing instructions to the commanding 
general, first army: 

The first army will prepare to 
launch a general attack October 
298 with the object of securing 
control of Buzancy and the 
heights immediately to the east 
of that place. The minimum ob- 
jective to be reached the first 
day is marked by the general 
line: Heights south of Aincre- 
ville-Bois de Barricourt—Hills 
north of Sivry-les-Buzancy-Bois 
des Loges. 

Immediately after reaching the 
general line above indicated you 
will proceed to free the Bois de 
Bourgogne from the enemy and 
“to gain possession of the heights 
surrounding Briquenay. The op- 
erations of your left flank will 
be conducted in closest liaison 
with the right of the French 
fourth army. All plans will be 
made for following up any op- 
portunities to gain possession of 
the high ground north and north- 
east of Buzancy. 

While preparing for the gen- 
eral attack as above ordered, you 
will eenstantly bear in mind that 
the present’ situation demands 
that there be no relaxation in 
the pressure now exerted on the 
cuemy. You-will therefore so 
time the local operations which 
are necessary. preliminaries to 
the general attack as to continue 
the present pressure, and will 
take immediate advantage of any 
favorable opportunity to advance 
your lines. 

East of the Meuse you will for 
the present confine your offen- 
sive operations to the local at- 
tacks necessary to improve your 
present position. 

The changes of divisions and oth- 
er adjustments necessary in prepara- 
tion for this attack were being rapid- 
ly carried out. Except for those 
units in the Argonne which utilized 
German dugouts, all of our troops 
had been without shelter of any sort, 
as none existed north the Clermont- 
Verdun road, so relief for rest and 
recuperation during this period en- 
tailed movements of considerable dis- 
tance,

rious fighting against obstinate re- 
sistance. the first army had captured 
the strongest defenses on the western 
front, and was now advancing through

In the face of these splendid achieve- 
ments rumors reached me that the 
French prime minister, claiming we 
were not making satisfactory headway, 
was contemplating another move to 
interfere with our control of our own 
troops and force their distribution 
more generally among the Allied 
armies. Certainly, M. Clemenceau was 
aware of our steady progress and of 
the fact that we had attained a domi- 
nating position, The end was clearly 
approaching. 

It was obvious, therefore, that any 
attempt on his part to discredit our 
accomplishments would be purely a 
political gesture designed to minimize 
America’s prestige at the peace con- 
ference, 

Fought to Limit of Capacity. 

The demands of incessant battle had 


compelled our civisions to fight to the

Troops were 
held in line and pushed to the attack 
until deemed incapable of further ef- 
fort because of casualties or exhaus- 
tion; artillery once engaged was sel- 
dom withdrawn. Many batteries 
fought until practically all the ani- 
mais were casualties, leaving the 
guns to be towed out of line by mo- 
tor trucks or by hand. 

Our men as a whole showed un- 
rivaled fortitude in this continuous 
fighting during inclement weather and 
under the many disadvantages of po- 
sition. Through such experience the 
army had developed into a powerful 
machine and had supreme confidence 
in its ability to carry through suc- 
cessfully, 

October 23 the combat strength of 
the A. E. F. was 1,256,478, of which 
92,300 were in the first army. The 
first army also included approximate- 
ly 100,000 french combat troops. 


While the high pressure of our dog- 
ged attacks was severe on our troops, 
it Was calamitous to the enemy. He 
had been so hard pressed that once 
a division was engaged in the fight 
it became practically impossible to ef- 
fect its relief. The enemy was forced 
to meet recurring crises by breaking 
up tactical organizations and hurried- 
ly sending detachments to different 
portions of the line. 

Every member of the American ex- 
peditionary forces, from the front line 
to the base ports, was straining every 
nerve, Extraordinary efforts were 
exerted by the entire services of sup- 
ply to meet the enormous demands. 
Obstacles which seemed insurmount- 
able were overcome ‘daily in hasten- 
ing the movements of replacements, 
ammunition, and supplies to the front, 
and of sick and wounded’to the rear. 

It was this spirit of determination 
animating every member of the A. E. 
F. that made it impossible for the 
enemy to maintain the struggle until 
1919. 

Now that the end was in prospect 
everybody was in much better mood. 
M. Clemenceau was in fine bumor 
when I saw him in Paris October 22, 
and was profuse in his corhpliments 
on the success of our army. The ob-

Pershing Ill With Grip. 

My diary records: 

Paris, Monday, October 28, 
1918. Met Marshal Foch and 
allied commanders at Senlis Fri- 
day to consider terms of armi- 
stice. Petain’s views were stiffer 
than Marshal Haig’s and mine 
more stringent than either. 

Have been laid up with grip 
since Saturday, 

Although Marshal Foch had told 
me some days before that if his 
opinion should be asked regarding the 
terms of an armistice he expected to 
call the commanders-in-chief together 
and get their views, I had not made 
a detailed study of the terms that 
should be imposed, especially as I had 
expected some word from Washing- 
ton on the subject. 

Having discussed the question in a 
general way with the chief of staff, 
McAndrew, the chief of operations, 
Fox Conner, and the judge advocate, 
Bethel, they were directed to meet me 
at Senlis, and we went over the de- 
tails briefly before the conference, 

At the opening of the conference 
Marshal Foch said in substance: “You 
are doubtless aware that the Germans 
are negotiating for an armistice 
through the intermediary of the 
American government, and declare 
themselves ready to accept the 14 
points of President Wilson as a 
basis.” 

He went on to say that he had 
called us together to obtain our views,

Marshal Foch then said: 

“It eannot be said that the German 
army is not defeated. Although we 
are not able to tell its exact condi- 
tion, still we are dealing with an 
army that has been pounded every 


‘day for three months, an army that 


is now losing on a front of 400 kilo- 
meters, that, since July 15 has lost 
more than 250,000 prisoners and 4,000 
guns; an army that is physically and 
morally thoroughly beaten. 


“Certainly the Allied armies are 
not new, but victorious armies are 
never fresh. In this matter’ the ques- 
tion is relative; the German armies 
are far more exhausted than ours. 
Certainly the British and French 
armies are tired; certainly the Amer- 
ican army is a young army, but it is 
full of idealism and strength and ar- 
dor. It has already won victories 
and is now on the eve of another vie- 
tory; and nothing gives wings to an 
army like victory. 

“When one hunts a wild beast and 
finally comes upon him at bay one 
then faces greatest danger, but it is 
not the time to stop, it is time to re- 
double his blows without paying any 
attention to those he, himself,  re- 
ceives.”’ 

General Petain spoke next and 
spread out a map of the western 
front showing territory between the 
existing positions and the Rhine, 
with lines drawn in red indicating 
proposed stages of retirement of the 
German armies. 

He said that in his opinion the 
best way to render them incapable of 


further fighting was to deprive them 
of their material, and he recommend- 
ed that they be required to withdraw 
promptly according to the schedule 
he had prepared. 

Pershing Against Leniency. 


If this movement should begin at 
once, he thought it would be imposst- 
ble for the Germans to remove their 
material, especialle the heavy guns 
and ammunition. Petain also suggest- 
ed that they be required to return to 
the Allies 5,000 lecomotive and 10u- 
000 freight cars. His opinion was that 
the German armies should retire to 
the east of the Rhine and that the 


Allies should establish bridgeheads at 
Mavence, Coblenz and Cologne. 

Marshal Foch then asked my views. 
I replied, in effect: 

“The general view that an armistice 
should provide guarantees against @ 
resumption of hostilities, give the Al- 
lies a decided advantage, and be un- 
favorable to Germany in case hostili- 
ties should be resumed, meets with my 
approval. I think that the damage 
done by the war to the interests uf 
the powers with which the United 
States is associated against Germany 
has been so great that there should be 
no tendency toward leniency. 

“The present military situation is 
very favorable to the Allies. The Ger- 
man forces since the beginning of the 
counter-offensive July 18 have been 
constantly in retreat and have not 
been able to recover since that time. 
The condition of the. French and Brit- 
igh armies can best be judged by. the 
fact that they have been continuously 
eno the offensive since then and that 
they are now attacking ‘with much 
vigor. 

“As to the American army, the part 
it has taken in the operations since 
July 18 has not been inconsiderable, 
It is constantly increasing in strength 
and training: its staffs, its services 
and its higher commanders have im- 
proved by experience, so there is every 
reason to suppose that the Americcn 
army will be able to take the part ex- 
pected of it in the event of resump- 
tion of hostilities. 1 therelore pro- 
pose : 

“1. Evacuation of France and Bel- 
cium within 30 days and of all oth- 
er foreign territory occupied by Ger- 
many without delay. 

“) Withdrawal of the German are 
mies from Alsace-Lorraine and occu- 
pation of those territories by the Al- 
lied armies. 

“2 Withdrawal of German armies 
to the east of the Rhine and the pos- 
session of such bridgeheads on the 
eastern side of the Rhine by the Al- 
lies as may be necessary to insure 
their control of that river. 

“4 Unrestricted transportation of 
the American army and: its material 
across the seas. 

“5. Immediate repatriation of all 
nationals of foreign territory now or 
heretofore occupied during the war by 
Germany. 

“6 Surrender of all U-boats and 
U-boat bases to the control of a nen- 
tral power until their disposition is 
otherwise determined. 

“7. Return to France and Belgium 
of all railroad rolling stock that has 
beén seized by Germany from those 
countries.” 

Foch Backs Pershing. 

When I mentioned the surrender 
of submarines Marshal Haig inter- 
rupted, saying: 

“That is none of our affair. 

a matter for the admiralty to 
cide.” 

I replied, inviting attention to the 
fact that the American army was 
operating 3,000 miles from home, that 
the German submarines constituted a 
formidable menace to our sea com- 
munications, and that their surrender

Of ‘Pocket’ Revealed by Adjutant 


NEW YORK, March 24.—(NANA) 
An intimate account of the pecketed 
“Lost Battalion,” written by its com- 
mander, Major Charles W. Whittle 
sey, to his adjutant, Lieutenant Ar- 
thur McKeogh, was made public today 
for its bearing on the story of the 
battalion as told by General Pershing 
in recent instalments of his memoirs. 
The account is included in a letter 


sent by Major Whittlesey from Pitts- 


field, Mass., on November 20, 1918, 
to Lieutenant McKeogh. 

“Let me try a dab,” the letter runs, 
“at the events after you left, say 
September 29. We got grub Septem- 
ber 30, drew equipment, etc., and 
went forward October 1. ‘A’ compa- 
ny was held up at Mort Homme and 
we couldnn’t get through. So on 
October 2 we left D and F companies 
on the left (west) side of the ravine 
as a retaining force, the rest of us 
attacked on the east side of the ravine 
(C and B in advance, BE, G and H 
in support, ‘A’ not functioning as a 
company }). 


Tells of Positions. 


“Then we.got stuck, etc. Captain 
McMurtry was commanding the second 
battalion. He was magnificent—the 
life of the party. And Lieutenant 
Cullen commanding H company was 
fine. A company was disorganized 
as there was no officer left. B was 
commanded by Lieutenant Rogers—a 
wonderful soldier (Ed Lewis was sick 
and had to be forced to go to the hos- 
pital). Lieutenant Rogers was killed. 

“C, of course, was Gordon Schenck’s, 
He did fine work, too, as you would 
expect, and his death was a great 
blow to us. Paul Knight stayed on 
the crest of the ravine, and was twice 
wounded, but not severely. We heard 


the 306th M. G; battalion, were killed 
during that time with us, and several 
officers were wounded. In fact. Paul 
Knight was the only officer left in the 
first battalion when we came out Oc- 
tober 8. We got 20 new officers that 
day as replacements for the battalion.

Enigma. 
Like Lenin before him, Joseph Sta- 
lin, virtual dictator of the immense 
Soviet Union, has dared to speak pub- 
Yely of the possibility that the Rus- 
sian revolution may end in failure, He 
has, twice issued a solemn warning. 
The first occasion was last year, when 
he declared that unless farming were 
{immediately “collectivised” and the 
richer peasants “liquidated,” the na- 
tion would succumb to capitalism. 
Again he has just told an assembly 
of economists in Moscow that. the 
bolshevik state would be crushed by its 
enemies unless it succeeded in over- 
l taking the most advanced capitalist 
countries within ten years, Everyore 
knows that Stalin is right. Either the 
soviet government must make the 
country self-sufficient from its people, 
or it will have to submit to compro- 
mise or even accept total failure. 

In this knowledge lies much of the 
heroism, brutality, enthusiasm and op- 
pression which mark the present stage 
of soviet development. If the soviet 
goal is reached the world will be pro- 
foundly affected. Already the soviet 
union has more than doubled the 
industrial output of pre-war Russia. 
This advance did not begin until 1928, 
the ten years from 1918 being occupicd 
in repairing the damage caused by 
the war and the civil war. 

The first year of the plan saw an 
expansion of 23 1-2 per cent, and the 
second year 25 per sent. This gave rise 
to the demand for the “five-year plan 
in four years.” Production, however, 
fell short, and a three-month period 
of grace was allowed. The greatest 
share of the increase was made in 
heavy industry, machinery, iron, steel, 
coal, oil, etc.

(NANA)—Sadly we write the name 
of Robert Edeson on the lengthening 
list of Hollywood's dead.

Mr. Arkwright said: 

“My attention has been called to 
statements made in the general assem- 
bly and given wide circulation to the 
effect that the Boykin state income 
tax law adopted in 1929 does not ap- 
ply to the Georgia Power Company 
and that this company’s income is not 
taxable under this law. This is not 
true. The income of the Georgia Pow- 
er Company is taxable under the 1929 
Boykin state income tax law, and the 
income tax which this company will 
pay to the state, in the near future. 
on its income for the year 1930 will 
amount to approximately $125,000, 

“It is true that the Georgia Power 
Company did not make a return or 
pay income tax to the state last year 
on its 1929 income. The reason for 
this was that the company had no net 
income in 1929 which was taxable 
either under the federal income tax 
law or the state income tax law, for 
the reason that in 1929 the company 
had to retire a great deal of obsolete 
equipment of one kind or another. The 
retirement of this obsolete equipment 
resulted in a large capital loss to. the 
company, which less was greater than 
the company’s net income. Sueh losses 
are deductible from net income under 
the federal law in the case of this 
company just the same as in the case 
of other corporations or individuals. 
This company had no taxable income 
for the year 1929 and therefore paid 
no income tax. age

SOUR PEOPLE. 


This is just a hearty thank you, 
writes a reader, for that little “Guide 
to Right Eating’ of yours. It has 
proved its value over and over again 
in our family. You should charge two 
or three dollars a copy instead of a 
dime—there is as much solid méat, in- 
formation and adviee as one gets in 
the usual two or three dollar health 
book. For instance Mrs. (the 
wife) has obtained comp#te relief 
from acid dyspepsia just by following 
the seven little rules you give in the 
booklet? (G. O. W.). 

Some day, maybe I'll add a pound 
or two of the necessary packing or 
filler and issue the pamphlet as a 
regular two-dollar health book. Mean- 
while we are glad to send it to any 
reader who asks for it and incloses a 
stamped envelope bearing his address 
and ten cents, 

The seven little rules the corre- 
spondent refers to are good rules for 
almost anybody to follow, but they 
are particularly good for sour people. 
Here they are: 

1.—Chew all carbohydrate food well. 
Meat or fat requires little chewing. 

2.—Always take a glass or two of 
water with your meals, but never use 
any beverage to wash down morsels 
of food. 
3.—Avoid extremely hot or extreme- 
ly cold drinks or foods. 

4.—Never eat wien emotionally dis- 
turbed, angry or worried. 

5.—Never discuss food, its prepara- 
tion, its nutritive value or its digesti- 
bility while at table, and particularly 
not in the presence of children. 

6.—The more of a ceremony you 
make of each meal, the better for di- 
gestion and health. At table good 
cheer must preside. Peeve, Grumpy 
and Co., should be strictly berred. 

7.—If your appetite is not good, 
rest a while before you eat. If rour 
appetite is hearty, rest a while after 
you eaf. 

More particularly for those who 
suffer from heartburn or hyperacidity : 

8.—Avoid vinegar, pickles and sour 
things generally. 

9.—Avoid raw fruits especially ap- 
ples, grapes, citrus fruits, 

10.—Avoid bouillion, consomme and 
soups in general. 

11,—Avoid such condiments as mus- 
tard, pepper, spices. 

12.—The less: salt the better. 

13.—No candy and no concentrated 
sweets such as honey, molasses, syrups. 

14.—Use coarse foods such as nuts, 
corn, bran, only with physician's ap- 
proval, 

15.—No alcohol, especially in. the 
form of wine, cider or fermented grape 
juice, 

16.—No intemperate use of tobacco 
—if you have to indulge during the 
day’s work, play or loaf, that is in- 
temperance, 

17.—Do nt use soda as an anti- 
acid. Better to take two or_three 
doses of caleium carbonate daily—ten 
grains, more or less, of this may be
